Come what may— 
the assault against Sevastopol is already a failure in itself. 

The fact that the garrison of the Fortress has been rein- 
forced by sea also shows that the Black Sea Fieet can operate in 
spite of the great umbrella of German planes spread over the 
approaches to Sevastopol. 

At Kharkov von Bock is seemingly trying to crash through, 
but so far has failed to do so.

While we 
Were engaged during the winter and the 
spring in a mutual exthange of warnings 
and worried admonitions, Hitler and the 
Axis prepared to strike. While we delayed 
and delayed again in seizing the initiative 
by striking hard at Hitler in Europe, he 
laid his plans, mustered his forces — 
chose the place to strike. 


This is a hard truth, but we must face it. 
We exulted when the Red %rmy seized the 
initiative last December and held it into the 
spring, but we did nothing to take the in- 
ftiative simultaneously in Western Europe, 
an action which could have proved by now 
decisive for victory. 

Instead, by our failure to initiate offen- 
sive action, we gave the opportunity for Hit- 
ler, bereaved as he was on the Eastern Front, 
to further consolidate his political ties with 
Vichy, Madrid and Rome. We gave him time 
to prepare polftically and in a military 
fashion for the launching of Rommel's drive 
in Lybia. We gave him time to make.the 
nécessary fifth column preparations in the 
Middle East, and through his Far Eastern 
partner, in the Far Pacific as well for a drive 
pon Egypt and the Arabian lands. 


Because we did not attempt to anticipate 
' ‘the coming Axis offensive and throw it out 
a gear by opening up in Europe, we per- 
Japan to consolidate some of her 
ly-won positions in the Far Pacific, to 
open an offensive in China. Our victories at 
the Coral Sea and at Midway turned the tide 
the naval battle, but in themselves did not 
vide the base for a follow-through which 
be decisive. Now Japan also is in a posi- 
Gon to choose where she will strike, at 
which point she can create the greatest and 
“most serious diversion while Hitler opens 
‘at what he considers the weakest point 
the West. 

ndoubtedly, many will again thank the

that he is unable to undertake a crushing 
offensive simultaneously along the whole 
Soviet front. Many will find assurance in 
the admirable defense of Sevastopol, in the 
harsh resistance to the resumed Nazi offen- 
sive at Kharkov. 

But how long can we keep thanking the 
stars for the Soviet Union? We must be 
warriors not astrologers. For while we gaze 
ahigh, Hitler will attempt to skirt the 
strongest wall ‘of resistance, which is the 
Soviet front, and strike out at the points of 
least resistance, which means in our direc- 
tion. This is an old lesson and, by now, we 
should have learned it well. 

The longer we delay in taking the in- 
itiative on the European continent, the worse 
is our defense of the Middle East. The longer 
delay in invading Europe, the freer are 
Hitler and Tojo to strike at random. The 
more delay in opening the Second Front in 
Europe, the more chance we give the fifth 
column to develop their undercover drive in- 
to an open offensive against our United Na- 
tions policy, the only policy that can win 
this war. 

The Axis offensive has started. It is only 
in its initial stages and it may gather mo- 
mentum rapidly. This is the most critical 
time, the most decisive moment. We can 
make it decisive for victory over Hitler, not 
in the uncertain future, but now, this year, 
in 1942. We can turn this crisis into our 
greatest opportunity. 

Our resources are ready, our fighting men 


prepared, our natioffal morale healthy, war 


production at a high pitch. The people ex- 
pect that Britain and the United States will 
undertake without a moment’s delay what 
everyone hails as the greatest decision yet 
made in this war—the opening of a Second 
Front in Europe. Labor and the people must 
make their will and determination felt, must 


bring their influence to bear—and theirs is 


a decisive influence—so that we shal? not 
again have regrets that we did not learn our 
lessons fully. We have learned enough les- 
sons. Let us use them.

To win the war, all the 
country’s resources and energies must cul- 
minate in the establishment of the Second 
Front immediately to smash Hitler this year. 
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The deep political crisis which 
has agitated Argentina for the past 
year is now approaching a climax. 
Hitlers blockade of the Atlantic 


Seaboard, announced last week, and 
his latest act of piracy in sinking 
the Argentine vessel Rio Tecero, is 
bringing the crisis to a boiling 
point. 

As Radical Deputy Cisneros stated 
in the Argentine Chamber the other 
day, “A state of war has been de- 
clared against the whole American 
continent.” Even pro-fascist Acting 
President Castillo’s parliamentary 
leader felt compelled to declare 
that the blockade constitutes “abso- 
lute abolition of the international 
concept of neutrality.” The govern- 
ment now feels that it must take a 
“serious view” of the situation. 

Since the Inter-American Con- 
ference at Rio de Janeiro in Janu- 
ary all American republics, except 
Argentina and Chile, severed rela- 
tions with the Axis, and eleven of 
them are at war. Strenuous efforts 
have been made by Castillo to draw 
Chile fully into a so-called “neutral” 
dloc, and with a certain amount of 
success. 

Castillo’s “neutrality” policy is of 
a decided pro-Hitler direction. At 
the Rio Conference the Argentine 
delegation did everything possible 
to bloc the resolution for severing 
relations with the Axis. Since then 
Castillo has studiously obstructed 
every attempt to open public dis- 
cussion on fulfilling the pledge 
made at Rio to break relations with 
the Axis. He has employed in- 
creasingly fascist measures to 
stifle the great popular clamor for 
support to the United Nations, par- 
ticularly the United States, the So- 
viet Union and England. He entered 
into a large-scale barter deal with 
Franco Spain. He gives benevolent 
protection to a powerful Axis fifth 
column, and uses the State of Siege 
to arbitrarily remove elected offi- 
cials, arrest hundreds of the lead- 
ers of the Allied aid movement and 
of the trade unions, and to close 
down anti-fascist periodicals and 
publishing houses. 

Hitler’s objective is to turn Ar- 
gentina into his main economic, 
political and eventually military 
bridgehead in South America, and 
in this he has already received im- 
portant cooperation from Castillo. 
For some time, Argentina has been 
acting as an intermediary for the 
trans-shipment of war materials 
from Chile, Brazil, Bolivia and

other southern countries to the 
Axis, via the European “neutrals,” 
Vichy and Spain. With the help of 
German resources made availab‘e 
through Spain an attempt is now 
being made to create an “inde- 
pendent” shipping pool, with Ar- 
gentina at its center. Already quan- 
tities of nitrates and copper from 
Chile, oil from Venezuela, rubber 
grown or stocked in South America, 
and other materials are believed to 
have found their way in this man- 
ner to the Axis. 

However, a sharp contradiction 
exists between Castillo and the 
great majority of the Argentine 
people. This has resulted in an 
ever-deepening political crisis which 
is now being accentuated by Hit- 
ler's new acts of aggression. Cas- 
tillo has no stable base, neither 
abroad nor at home. His base 
abroad, which is Hitler, has received 
another staggering blow with the 
conclusion of the Anglo-American- 
Soviet accords. The opening of the 
Second Front towards which we 
are moving will further dim hopes 
for an Axis victory or at least a 
long drawn-out war, upon which 
Castillo bases his policy. 

At home he faces not only the op- 
position of the working class parties, 
but also of the most vital wing of 
the Radical Party, led by Raul 
Tamonde Taborde, and a much 
broader sector influenced by the 
Sick President Ortiz. Nor does Cas- 
tillo have full support for his for- 
eign policy within his own Concor- 
dancia (bloc of Nationa! Democrats 
and a section of the Radicals), 
which offers a vacillating opposi- 
tion typified by former President, 
General Justo. 

His weak internal position is 
shown by the majority, although 
slight, obtained by the Radical-So- 
cialist bloc in the Chamber as a 
result of the March 1 elections. It 
is shown further in that Castillo 
has been forced to vacillate and 
maneuver in the face of a growing 
wave of anti-fascist national unity. 

The greatest advances towards 
national unity have taken place 
among the labor and popular forces. 
This unity is beginning to broaden 
into unity of action on foreign pol- 
icy between the popular forces and 
Other anti-Axis forces. Following 


the Mexican declaration of war and 
the Anglo-Soviet-American accords, 


closer unity seems immediate, espe- 


cially between the Taborde Rad- 
icals, the Socialist Party, the So- 
cialist Labor Party, the Commu- 
nist Party (which has a semi-legal 
status) and the trade union lead- 
ership. This development is also 
deeply influenced by the higher 
unity of the popular forces in Chile, 
as indicated in the formation of the 
National Democratic Front, which 
is also establishing common action 
with non-Popular Front circles on 
breaking relations with the Axis. 

The Nazi blockade against Ar- 
gentina and other Latin American 
shipping supplies the spark which 
may solve the crisis in favor of the 
anti-Hitler cause. Much can be 
done in the United States to bolster 
the anti-Castillo forces, and further 
weaken the position of the pro- 
Hitlerites. 

This requires a number of imme- 
diate steps by our government. Im- 
mediate severance of relations with 
Franco Spain and Vichy France 


. would undermine the “moral justifi- 


cation” for Castillo’s protection of 
Palangist-Nazi fifth column. We 
should offer to supply armament, 
planes and other needed equipment 
under the lend-lease law to an au- 
thentic national government in Ar- 
gentina. We should rapidly extend 
economic aid to facilitate and en- 
courage the building of national de- 
fense industries in Argentina, as 
we have started to do in Mexico 
and Brazil. | 

What the labor movement can do 
independently is of prime impor- 
tance, and can have a great influ- 
ence in Argentina. For one thing, 
the labor and people’s forces can 
immediately send messages of soli- 
darily tb the appropriate organiza- 
tions in Argentina, condemning the 
Hitler attacks upon Argentine ship- 
ping and expressing solidarity with 
the stalwart fight of the unions 
and popular elements against fas- 
cism, They can certainly join with 
Argentine and other anti-fascists in 
working for the liberation of Carlos 
Luis Prestes, the Browder of South 
America. 

Above all, they can press now for 
the reclization of closer relations 
between the CIO and the AFL wita 
the Confederation of Latin Ameri- 
can Workers, of which the Argen- 
tine Federation is a member. They 
can support the proposal for the 
immediate convening of an Hemi- 
sphere labor congress.

_ Good Early Promise 


A colorful baseball player is variously defined in the 


major leagues as an eccentric, a fence-busting hitter, a 


sensational fielder or one having various other attributes 
calculated to draw fans to the box-office. Such a player is 
Lou Novikoff, the freshman flop who this season has 
turned into the super sophomore. 


Novikoff, who rose from a softball pitcher to become 
the minors’ top slugger, made baseball history by becoming 


one of the biggest busts of all time last season when he 
tried to play left field for the Chicago Cubs. But just as 
his trail through the minors and his one joust with the 
majors was marked with sensationalism, so is his current 
comeback. 

| Lou has been lambasting the ball so regularly during 


the past few weeks that it appears he has once again 
found the timing that helped him become the leading batter in every 
‘minor league he's played in. Conceivably, he might now become one 
-of the game's greatest hitters. 

Novikoff’s naivete and oral originality has made him the most 
popular player on the Cubs at Wrigley Field. But it was his bat 
that brought him fame in the Three-I League, Texas League, 
Pacific Coast League and American Association, He made a 
record almost without compare in the minors, yet he failed in 
1941. Novikoff batted only .241 in 62 games before being sent to 
Milwaukee, where he again found the range and wound up lead- 
ing the league with .370. 

Novikoff himself believes his recent renaissance is due to a return 
of confidence. But whatever the reason, he's belting the ball with the 
aplomb of a regular. He started off slowly again this year and only | 
his popularity with Wrigley Field fans kept Manager Wilson from 
‘benching him for good, but he hit his real stride during the past three 
weeks. 

In 51 games, Lou has been up 174 times officially. He's scored 18 
runs and collected 48 hits, including six doubles, two triples and three 
homers. He has driven in 23 runs and stolen two bases. His batting 

| average now is 276, a mark far from the league lead, but it represents 
an increase of .071 points over the last three weeks, and 033 points 
over the past seven games. 

Novikeff clouted a homer and single Tuesday to lead the 

. Cubs to an 8-4 win over the Philadelphia Phils, a triumph that 
carried Chicago into fifth place.
